The most recent letter sent by UNSUB was dated

The Laboratory 
advised that "from a handwriting standpoint, it would be very difficult 
to pick a suspect from a voluminous mass of undictated handwriting, 
such as public records or old correspondence, because of the scrawled 


nature of the questioned signatures and because of the small quantity 
of handwriting involved. 


"The typewriting defects are mostly alignment defects, which 
would make searching mass records an extremely difficult task to be 
performed by Special Agents. However, if either or both of the question: 
typewriters were located, they could be identified if they had not been

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| In view of the laboratory comments it is felt the project 
type of lead should not be utilized at this time since the volume 

of man power required would not be justified. It is also noted that 
the AUSAs who had indicated a willingness to prosecuté have qualified 
their opinicas due to the possible mental condition of the unknown 
subject.
